The proposal to

i great boulevard between Washing* 
tor, and Baltimore, to be known a* 
t,he "Lincoln Way," was defeated by 
♦ he adoption <>r th.- big 
rn'mortal 
building plan in 
Washington, 
but 
neither the boulevard idea nor the 
name for It was dropped. There has 
grown out of this beginning the Un* 
•otn Highway association for the pur*, 
trope of creating a 
great 
national, 
highway extending from New York; 
to San Francisco, from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific, to hear the name 
of 
lincoln and perpetuate his memory. 
The amount fixed as the sum need­ 
ed for making the 2,000 miles 
of 
heinievard estimated to
